IN MORTON'S MEMORY 


Late Secretary's Home to Be 


Made Into an Arboretum. 


HIS FAVORITE WORK TO CONTINUE 


A Fittinr. Monument to the Founder 


•f Arbor Way Will Be Maintained 
by HI* Sons at HI* Beautiful. Heml- 
dencc, Arbor Ludcre, In XekraBka 
City. 
The fn\oi-ite work of the late J. Ster- 


ling Morion, former secretary of agri- 
culture—the glowing of trees on the 
treeless plains of the west—is not to 
end with his death, says a dispatch 
fiom Neluaska City, Neb., to the Kan- 
sas City Star. It is to be taken up and 
earned on by Mr. Morton's three sons. 
Joy Morton, Paul Morton and Mark 
Morton, all successful men of affairs, 
who are abundantly able to do what 
their father so loved in his life to do. 


The other day fhe body of Mr. Mor- 


ton was laid to rest beside that of his 
wife, who had pieceded him to the 
giave by several years. Their last rest- 
ing place is -within sight of Arbor 
Lodge, the Morton home, where Mr. 
Morton and his young wife hompstead- 
ed 100 acres of government land when 
thej-came, in 1855, jjito a desolate coun- 
try, unsettled by the white man. In 
1855 nothing worthy of the name of 
tree was on the Morton homestead or 
anywhere near it. People who went to 
the funeral sen ices at Arbor Lodge 
passed thiough a forest of tall tiees 
(known as Morton park, a gift to Ne- 
braska City from Mr. Morton) up-to the 
oeautiful grounds of the Morton home. 
In front of the house were great trees, 
many of them pmes, interspersed with 
shrubs, and on either side weie btoad 
acres of apple orchard in full bloom. 
All of this was the work of one man, a 
man who loved trees, vtho, as the fa- 
ther of Arbor day, caused more trees to 
be planted than any other man in the 
world. 


The sons of the late secretary of ag- 


riculture propose to make Arbor Lodge 
an arboretum, the first in the west. 
Somebody who knows the west and 
who knows trees will be in charge, and 
there, at the home of the mnn whose 
fondness for trees was a passion, will 
be conducted experiments in tree cul- 
ture -n hich will be of value to all the 
west. 


The field will be broadened to take in 


other things, for Mr. Morton was inter- 
ested in everything that grows in the 
ground. Experiments will be couduct- 
ed in the growing of forage plants and 
grains that are not now grown in parts 
of the west, and of all this the people 
of the west will be the gainers. If the 
late Mr. Morton himself bad had the 
devising of, it, he could, have chosen no 
more fitting monument.

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COLT BALDWIN'S RECORD. 


Antecedent* of the Officer Who Led 


the Attack on the Moro». 


Colonel Frank D. Baldwin, the offi- 


cer who distinguished himself in the 
battle against the Moros, is well 
known at Fort Leavenworth, Kan., 
where he was stationed at one time, 
says the St. Louis Globe-Democrat 
Colonel Baldwin is the only officer in 
the aimy who has two medals of hon- 
or, each for distinct and separate ac- 
tion. One was given him for gallantry 
in the civil war and the other for 
brave conduct in a campaign against 
the Indians while captain of Company 
D, Nineteenth Michigan infantry, at 
the battle of Peach Tree Creek Geor- 
gia. He led his company in a counter- 
charge and entered the enemy's line, 
capturing alone two commissioned of- 
ficers, fully armed. 


A second medal was issued him for 


an affair on McClellan creek, Texas, 
Nov. 8, 1874, -where he rescued two 
white girls by an attack upon a band 
of Indians whose superior number and 
strong position would ha-\e •warranted 
delay for re-enforcement, but which 
delay would have permitted the In- 
dians to escape and kill their captives. 


Baldwin is colonel of the Twenty- 


seventh infantry and a close friend of 
General Miles. Colonel Baldwin was 
acting Indian agent for the Sac and 
Foxes before the Spanish-American 
war. Political influence was brought 
to bear to remove him, but his good 
record could not'be impeached, and he 
held the post until ordered back to his 
regiment at the outbreak of the war in 
Cuba.

MOVEMENT TO EXTEND SCHOOL SYS- 


TEM IN RURAL DISTRICTS. 


Hi* Enterprise Which I'romUe* Ge»- 


eral Kdaeatio» For ••out hern States.

Athens, Ga., May 12—The recent 


session of the southern educational 
conference in the State Normal school 
here was important for two very 
weighty reasons. In the first place, the 
session marked tbe launching of the 
greatest educational 
enterprise the 


country has yet seen, and ^uihe second 
place it showed what a hearty appreci- 
ation the south "has of the need tor ed- 
ucation. 


The educational enteipnse in brief is 


a plan devised by William H. Baldwin, 
Jr., president of the Long Island rail 
road, and nine principal associates 
whereby large sums will be raised for 
the promotion of education chiefly in 
the extension of the public school ays

terns in rural districts. These men will 
operate under, a congressional charter 
as the "general educational board." A 
bill defining the powers of this board 
has been introduced in the senate bj 
Senator Aldrich, and financial opera 
tions have been started with a fund of 
$1,000,000, which.' will be increased 
from time to time. 


The active exeenti\e of the board's 


plans will be tfie'Rev. Dr. Buttrick, 
who resigned a pastorate at Albany to 
take charge of thfi^Vork. In speaking 
of the undertaking" Dr. Buttrick says: 


"The underlying" principle of the 


board la the recognition of the t fact 
that the people of-the southern states 
are earnestly engaged in the .promotion 
of public education and that in this 
effort they should, receive generous aid. 
The- plan-of the hogtfd is?-to,oid them, 
and it not only does,-not desire to con- 
trol the educational" establishments 
which it fosters, but will reject that re- 
sponsibility and asE the people of the- 
south in the'districjt8|where i£ extends 
its aid to'providVthe teachers and di- 
rect their work to insure its conformity 
to the needs and traditions of southern 
education. 'In the eoath SO per cent of 
the population lives in .the rural dis- 
tricts. These districts offer to us our 
best opportunity at this time for serv- 
iceable effort, and we are already mak- 
ing use of it In doing so we shall 
carefully refrain from imposing north- 
ern educational methods. 
We shall 


make no suggestions. This work must 
be organized and carried on by the 
people of the south. Whenever our 
board decides that established institu- 
tions should receive its aid under the 
same conditions it will be given." 


The attitude of the south toward 


general education has changed greatly 
within the past few years, and this 
change found expression at the confer- 
ence here. Twenty, even fifteen, years 
ago able men of the south were argn- 
ing against any system of general ed- 
ucation even for the white's!.' TNow the 
realization has come that the south 
needs to educate not only its white 
population, but its black, if it would 
arrive at its highest ideals. This con- 
version was ably stated at the confer- 
ence by men like Professor St George 
Tucker of William and Mary, who 
stood on the platform and urged that 
the negro should have not only public 
and industrial but advanced education 
also, scouting the idea that any train- 
ing or progress of the negro couVd en- 
danger the place or position of the 
white. 


Professor Tucker's assertion of the 


right of both races to a full and free 
education, each of course in its own 
schools, was applauded to the echo by 
the large audience that heard him. 
Governor Aycock of North Carolina 
spoke to the same purport At Hamp- 
ton Governor Montague of Virginia 
committed himself to a similar decla- 
ration. Mr. Clark Howell, the editor ot 
the Atlanta Constitution, and Mr. 
Hoke Smith spoke for Georgia to the 
same effect 


Time will be needed for the full prac- 


tice of the new creed of education. 
Only one-half of the colored children 
of the south are enrolled in the public 
schools and not more than two-thirds 
of the white children; but, measured 
by conditions of thirty years ago. the 
present attendance at tbe schools is a 
remarkable advance. What the future 
Will hold for the sooth can easily be 
imagined with the new educational en- 
terprise in full working order.

CHELSEA'S NOTED BUNS. 


lk.ll London Vsetl to Visit Mrs. Hands 


on Good Friday. 


However religious observances may 


chan-ge in England, tho eating of hot 
cross buns on Good Friday is not likely 
to die out. Still, enthusiasm in this 
particular has considerably declined 
since the days when Mrs. Hands kept 
the Chelsea Bun House at the corner 
of Jews' row, now Pimlico rond. So 
many people were in the habit of flock- 
ing there on Good Friday in order to 
eat hot cross buns that on one occasion 
50,000 persons assembled there, and 
£250 was taken in the day for buns 
alone. After this the inhabitants of 
-fihelsectpretested agaiast-tbejunsejuul 
disturbance-, this' caused, and ilrs. 
Hands, fearing to bterestrained by the 
law, issued in 1-793 a. quaint proclama- 
tion, stating how, "desirous, therefore, 
of testifying her regard and obedience 
to those laws by which she is liappil;-; 
protected, she is determined, though 
much to her loss, not to sell cross bunt, 
on that day to any person whatever, 
but (Jhelsea buns as usual." 


This Mrs. Hands was something of a 


character in'her own way. Tbe royal 
fainily and many of the aristocracy 
used to visit her in tlie mormug. and 
Queen Charlotte even" presented her 
with a silver half gallon mug contain- 
ing 5 guineas. The bouse remained in 
the possession of her family for seme 
time, as Sir Richard Phillips, writing a 
few years before its destruction, men- 
tions. After admitting that for upward 
of thirty years lie had never passed the 
house without filling his' pockets, be 
goes on to say. "These buns have nf 
forded a competency and even wealth 
to four generations of the same family, 
and it is singular that their delicate- 
flavor, lightness and'richness have nev- 
er been'succes'sfullr imitated.^' When 
RanelagTi was closed; the Bun House 
declined in popularity, though as late 
as 1839 24,000 buns were sold on Good

The question has often been asked, 


"Who was the most loud voiced man 
of history?" The answer usually is 
that it was Stentor, of whom Hornet- 
says his voice was as loud as that of 
fifty other men combined and from 
which we get the phrase "stentorian 
voiced." But we have record of two 
historic "sbriekers" anterior to Homer. 
We read where Simeon and Levi fought 
against the twelve men of the city of 
Sarton and that Levi beheaded one 
man with his own sword. In chapter 
38, verse 41. of the book referred to the 
story is related in the following words: 
"And the sons of Jacob seeing that 
they could not prevail over the twelve, 
Simeon gave a loud and tremendous 
shriek, and the eleven remaining men 
were stunned by the awful shriek." 


In chapter 39. same book, verse 19, 


we find the following account of tbe 
battles of tbe sons of Jacob with the 
inhabitants of the city of Gaash. It 
seems as though-the battle was both in 
the front and in the rear and that the 
warriors on the "wall were throwing 
spears and hurling stones upon the 
sons of Jacob. What next occurred, as 
related in chapter and verse above 
cited, is recorded in these words: 


"And Jndah, seeing that the men of 


Gnash were getting too heavy for 
them, gave a piercing and tremendous 
shriek, and all tiie men of Gaash were 
terrified at Judah's cry, and men fell 
from the wall at tbe sound of his pow- 
erfjl shriek, and all those that were 
without as well as those within the 
city were greatly afraid of their lives." 


AN INHERITANCE

In colonial times the family Bibli 


was often the most important article ic 
the household. The Arcliards.'an aris 
tocratic family of Maryland, po^sessei 
a very large, Bible that had lieei 
brought from England in 1CGO and hat 
since descended from father 1o son 
When the Revolution came, Coloue 
Robert Arc-hard adhered to the cau>e ol 
the king, iuflftencing two of his sons tc 
do the same: His youngest son, Carro: 
Archard, joined the "rebels" and was 
banished by his father. Carrol uiarrieO 
Martha Curtis, the sister of a brothci 
officer in the Revolutionary army. Car 
10! VfeuS kiiiutl al tiu; ij.aue ul Mou- 
mouth, leaving his wife to struggle fui 
the support of their infant sou. 


Not long after the 
colonies had 


achieved their independence Colonel 
Archard died. He was a strange man, 
and it was expected that his will would 
contain some singular provisions. The 
expectation was fulfilled, lie dhideO 
his property into two parts of about 
equal value, giving his oldest sou, Rob- 
ert, first choice; his next son, .Tames, 
second choice. A third bequest was the 
family Bible, which was left to the 
widow anil little son of Carrol Archard, 
in case neither of his sons preferred tc 
take the book relinquishing his share 
to Martha and little Carrol. 


When the will was read, Robert 


Archard, after thoroughly im estimating 
the value of the two portions, selected 
that which he considered most desira 
ble. 


'•Robert Archard," said the family 


lawyer, who, had drawn the will, '-your 
father charged me to ask you if you 
would relinquish your share to Martha 
Archard and her sou, taking the fainilj 
Bible instead." 


"I will not," said Robert. 
The lawyer then told James Arc-hard 


that it was optional with him to t;i&e 
the remaining portion of the estate or 
the Bible. James showed no more dis- 
position to give up his inheritance 
than his brother had shown and as 
flatly declined. 


Before hatiding over the two pot- 


tions of the estate to the brothers the 
attorney addressed them: "I was in 
your father's confidence when he made 
this will. He told me of the existence 
of Mrs. Archard and her son and was 
undecided'what to do for them iu be- 
queathing his property. He determin- 
ed to leave all to his two sons, with a 
request that they should find Mrs. 
Archard and little Carrol and provide 
for them. I told my client that in ntf 
long experience in such matters I had 
never known a legatee to part with 
any portion of his inheritance through 
an instruction which was not obliga 
tory by the will. I advised him that 
if he wished to provide for his son 
Carrol's family to do so by leaving a 
portion of his property directly to 
them.

"I concur with Robert in this mat 


ter," said James. 


"Then sign the papers, receipting for 


yOur portions," said the lawyer.

She handed the Bible to her boy, who 


looked at it wondering what he was to 
do with it, then opened it 


"Turn the leaves," said the lawyer. 
The boy turned the leaves, presently 


coming to a bank bill. It was for §1,000. 
All except the lawyer looked at it in as- 
tonishment. 


"Take it," said the lawyer. "It be- 


longs to you and your mother. J\ow 
turn more leaves." 


One hundred thousand dollars in bills 


were taken from the Bible. The two 
brothers, whose portions combined 
were less valuable, stood watching the 
child withdraw the legacy, and when 
the last bill had been withdrawn Rob- 
ert .said fiercely: 


"This is not simply a Bible; it is a 


portion of our father's fortune and be- 
longs to me and my brother. We will 
contest the will." 


"That would be inadvisable," said the 


attorney, "since you have receipted for 
your portions, and 'if' th.e will is de- 
clared void the widow's and her son's 
portion under the law would be a third 
of ihe whole, <>r'very nearly "Bhat they 
have received:*'.* • 


The broUjers*-retired discomfited and 


after taking the advice of attorneys 
acquiesced in their father's will. 
* 


Mrs. Archard and her son lived com- 


fortably on the income of their portion, 
which in those days was a handsome 
fortune. 
Carrol Archard's education 


was well cared for, and he was gradu- 
ated from college with honor. During 
the early part of the nineteenth century 
be represented his state in congress. 
His uncles both eventually lost all their 
property and in their old age were well 
provided for by their nephew Carrol.

"Who was Missouri's 
first United States senator?'' the an- 
swer would be "Benton." If he were 
asked, "Who was the most popular 
man 3n Missouri during her fonuathe 
period's" the answer would be "Beu- 
ton." Both answers would be incor- 
rett. Though Bentou's career was phe- 
nomenal in length, though for more 
than a score of years be did bestride 
that imperial cou^sonwealth like n 
colossus, though he failed of his sixth 
election to tbe senate only through his 
own arrogance, he bad a decidedly 
rough road to. travel to the senate iu 
tbe first instance aud never was popu- 
lar in the sense that Henry (.'My, or 
James Gillespie Elaine was popular. 
Voted on His Deathbed. 


Fate plays fantastic tr;e!:7 r.-:th rnon. 


The most popular man in Missouri in 
the early days, her first United States 
senator, Is completely forgotten out- 
side the state and almost forgotten in- 
side of it, while Beaton looms up a 
great historic figure, as familiar to the 
minds of men as when he was fight- 
ing against Nicholas Biddle and his 
bank or for the expunging resolution. 


When the Missouri legislature camp 


to elect her first two senators, David 
Barton was selected by a unanimous 
vote, a' rare compliment. A fierce and 
prolonged contest ensued for the other 
senatorships Benton, Lucas and divers 
others participating. After several days 
of fruitless balloting tbe legislature did 
the unprecedented thing of asking Da- 
vid Barton to name his senatorial 
mate, which was an amazing evidence 
of Jiis popularity. 
He chose Benton, 


but so unpopular was the latter that 
even with tbe weight of Barton's great 
influence in his favor it was several 
days before his election could be 
brought about. 


Tbe sessions were held in the din- 


ing room of the old St Louis hotel, in 
the city of St. Louis. Up stairs, in his 
room. Daniel Balls, a representative 
from Pike and a stanch Benton man, 
lay upon bis deathbed. His vote would 
elect Benton. and one morning the phy- 
sicians announced that Rails would die 
before night He determined to vote 
for Benton while almost in articulo 
mortis and "made four stout negro men 
carry him on a mattress down into the 
legislative chamber. 
With nearly his 


last breath he voted for Benton and 
thus started him on bis illustrious sen 
atonal career. Having performed that 
patriotic service, he was carried back 
to his room by his faithful servants 
and was dead in an hour. 


Out of admiration for his unusual 


performance and as a monument to his 
memory a new county was named 
Rails. 
Held Senatorial Belt. 


When Barton • and' Benton drew 


straws for the six and four year terms, 
Benton was the lucky- man and got that 
for six years. He was re-elected for 
four full terms and served 30 years or. 
as he was fond of stating it in his pom- 
pous way, "six full Roman lustrums." 
He held tltebelt forJength of senato- 
rial service, to use a. pugilistic phrase, 
until Justin S. Merrill of Vermont en- 
tered upon his sixth full consecutive 
senatorial term at high noon 'March 4, 
1897. 


Barton served his four years,

Hon. Garret A. Hobart, the late vice 


president, possessed a most engaging 
personality.. He did not disdain hu- 
mor, though holding the second highest 
office In the, land and heir apparent 
to the greatest office in tbe world.

' was exceedingly popular with newspa- 
per men. In a large and brilliant com- 
pany, composed largely of them, I 
heard him say jocularly, "Ever since 1 
have been in this capital I have given 
the newspaper men everything they 
asked of we except my confidence," a 
saying which was relished by no one 
present more than by the newspaper 
men themselves.

The old Latin dictum "de gustibus 


non est disputandum" contains much 
wisdom. Consequently I have a right to 
exercise my taste touching arguments 
used against my theories and positions. 
According to my judgment, the most 
forcible argument I ever heard in fa- 
ror of universal and indiscriminate ex- 
pansion was made by another of my 
constituents, a sober minded jurist 
Judge Reuben F. Ray, also of Halls 
connty.

The present holder of Benton's 
seat. General Francis Marion Cockrcll. 
is filling his fifth full term, which ends 
March 4, 1905. As he is only 6G. uni- 
versally popular and in good mental 
and physical condition be will certain- 
ly be elected to a sixth, probably to a 
seventh, term, thus breaking all rec 
-,ords. 


Joseph W. Bailey of Texas began 


his senatorial career March 4, 1801, at 
the age of 37. If be retains bis hold ou 
tbe Texas people and serves in the 
senate till be reaches4be age at which 
Senator Merrill died, he will haye been 
a senator 51 years. From Henry Clay's 
first appointment to tbe senate till he 
died in tbe senate was a period of 4G 
years. He was out a good many years 
From John Sherman's first election till 
he finally quit tbe senate was 30 years, 
but be »as out of tbe senate four-years 
in the Hayes ca'binet, so that Senator 
Morrlll beads tbe list in length of serv- 
ice both in point of time and consecu- 
tiveness.

Malcolm. 
A boyhood friend of the late Malcolm 


Ford, tbe well kuovni athlete, and the 
late Paul Ford, the novelist antd writer 
ou historical subjects, who watched 
ilieni grow up together 111 Brooklyn, 
told the following story of their early 
days to a JCew York Tribune reporter 
the other night: 


"Cordon Ford, the father of the boys, 


was a stern, tall, well built Scotchman, 
with almost a passion for buying books. 
He lived on Brooklyn Heights in a big 
house that bad a library about sixty 
feet square. I remember the old man 
and Paul on account of tbeir coming 
to the Brooklyn postofflce together. 1 
worked in tbe postoflice. Malcolm was 
a strong, handsome looking boy at this 
time, and his father was iuibittcred to- 
ward him because he (Malcolm) would 
not obey him. Malcolm attended tha 
Young Men's Christian association and 
believed in the idea of first a strong 
body and then a strong mind, with botb 
growing up together. Gordon Ford did 
not like to see Malcolm waste so much 
time on sports. His idea was that his 
boys ought to dig aud delve in his great 
library and make a living with their 
pens in that way. Malcolm would have 
none of it 


"After one or two battles with Mal- 


colm the old Scotchman grew imbit- 
tcred toward him. Malcolm turned to 
his mother for comfort, and the father 
turned to Paul for the companionship 
that doubtless he had expected to have 
from Malcolm. Gordon Ford received 
books through the mails from all ovei 
the country, Paul used to accompany 
him to the postoffice. The seuior Ford 
would look at the books as be received 
them through the parcel window and 
then almost throw them at little Paul. 
The latter was weakly and \vabbly on 
his legs, but for all that bis part of 
the errand to the postoffice seemed to 
be to lug tlie books home. Sometimes 
-there would be an armful of these 
books, and Paul's little body \\oukl 
fairly stagger under the load. The fa- 
ther never seemed to take account cf 
tbe boy's lack of strength. 'Gi\e him 
the books, give him the books!' be 
would exclaim to me when I suggested 
that I would send them down to the 
house. 
With Paul loaded up with 


books, the father would hustle him 
along the street with one hand on his 


• cleave. *..-..- 


"One day there weve so nanny books 


that I made up my tnind to protest 
against loading them on to Paul. When 
1 suggested that the collection wagon 
would soon be going down past tlie 
Fords, the old man flared up and ex- 
eJaimr-d- 'Give him the 
books! Give 


him the books!' 
I didn't do it, how- 


nvrr, assuring tbe senior Ford that 
they were heavier than usual and that 
the wagon v.ould soon take them down. 
Paul looked a thousand thanks at uie 
for this, and for the first time in weeks 
the father and boy went off together 
Av'thout Paul currying a bundle of 
hooUs. 
All this time Malcolm, who 


slioiild ha\e been the burden bearer 
instead of Paol. was growing stronger 
and more supple by the practice of ath- 
letic feats. After a few years came 
tbe crisis for Malcolm. 
Tbe father 


disd. disinheriting hire. 
Time went 


on, and Malcolm, tbe physically mag- 
nifK"nt. saw liis deformed little broth- 
er looming up as a successful wrtt-r. 
with an abundant fortune and income. 
I don't believe that Malcolm drunk to 
any extent, but the sight of bis puny 
brother doing; the work and winning 
the substantial laurels that he. the 
strong one. had thought to win was 
ga!l and wormwood to him. Doubt- 
less tliis was heightened when, after 
sep::iation from liis own wife through 
an act of folly on the part of himself, 
h<- saw Paul married and settled In 
life, surrounded with abundant com- 
foiis. The fire of hatred started away 
back in the boyhood days finally burn- 
ed up every trace of brotherly affC'C- 
tion. leaving him in a frame of rniud 
to do murder." 


Paul Leicester Ford was born in ]SG5 


in Brooklyn, says tlie New York Jour- 
nal. . Raised in an environment of 
books, turning tlie more readily to tlit'in 
because of a weak physique, which 
pit-eluded .1 more sturdy life, while 
still a youiiJf man he lifted liimsflf 
to n bigli place in tbe rank of Amer- 
ican novelists. 


IIis "Tlie Honorable Peter Stirling'' 


v.-as Mr. Ford's first novel to secure 
general popularity and rhaled "Rich- 
ard Carinl" in sales. Then followed 
"The Story of an Untold Love." the 
popular "Janice Meredith" and the 
"True Story of George Washington." 


He was literally bred among books. 


IIi<s delicate health necessitated a pri- 
vate tutor. 
His fathers libraiy iu 


Brooklyn was bis nursery, school and 
college. This library, to which both 
Paul and his brother, Worthington C. 
!'o:<l. rh'of of the bureau of statistics 
in Washington, made constant addi- 
tions since the father's death, is rich 
in Americana and in choice autographs 
portraits and manuscripts. It is bt- 
lieM'il io be one of tlie finest private 
Mbi.irios in the country and is now 
hoiiii1'! in 'lie I.ITC author's new home, 
in Ntw York, wnere the recent tragedy 
occ nrrert. 


Mr. Ford bcgni. his literary work at 


the age of eleven. The first example 
\vas a reprint of Webster's genealogy 
of his family, set up by himself, for he 
was even then a compositor. Hfs fic- 
tion works aie probably the extent of 
hi* fame in the eyes of most people, 
but the young man was versatile, anil 
known only to n small circle of stu- 
dents are several admirable historical 
efforts.

Politically he was active in bis own 
ward. "The Honorable PetT Stirling" 
is as much the result of experience as 
of study. Its hero was accepted as a 
portrait of Groier CMevehtnd. It was 
primarily a studj of metropolitan polit- 
ical au'd social conditions and afforded 
keen glances at New Yoik journalism 
and Wall street methods and ethics. 
For four mouths the book failed to at- 
trrct the public. Then its fame began, 
aud in a few months 200,000 copies 
were sold. 


"Janice Meredith" was one of the big 


litonuy successes of 1900. It was pref- 
aced by a long and familiar dedication 
to Goorge Vanderbilt, the novelist's 
long: time friend and often his host at 
Biltniore. Dramatized, the tale won 
new laurels for its creator. Nearly 300.- 
000 sales is this book's record. 


On March 31, 1000, Mr. Ford's en 


gagement to Miss Grace Kidder of 
Brooklyn was announced, and on Sept. 
17. the same year, they were married. 


There were few anecdotes of th'1 


dead author printed. He was generous 
and Iciud, yet there was an irascibility 
of temper which is best illustrated by 
an incident which took place at his 
wedding. 
The bride and bridegroom 


were leaving the house after the cere 
rnony. dodging the usual accessories of 
rice and old shoes. Suddenly from the 
shelter of a neighboring porch sprang 
a photographer. Mr. Ford heard the 
camera snap. Like a flash he was on 
the camera fiend. Tbe photographer 
was a big man. but his camera was 
smashed and he himself floored by a 
blow on tlie jaw before be escaped, 
which he finally did—on the run. 


Malcolm Ford was born In Brooklyn, 


says the New York Times, on Feb. 7. 
1802. From his earliest boyhood days 
he exhibited an extraordinapy enthusi- 
asm for athletic sports, and, contrary 
to nil the traditions of his family, he 
considered recess tbe best feature of 
his school life, for then, in hi* own 
words. "I could get out and show all 
the boys what poor runners, jumpers 
and wrestlers they were." 


He finally showed such excellence in 


all^sports that his father got wind of it 
and, not approving of that bent in any 
of his sons, took him out of school at 
tbe age of fifteen. Notwithstanding 
this lie never lost an opportunity of de- 
veloping his muscles, and to this fact 
lie attributed his phenomenal physical 
development tbnt kept him the amateur 
ail round champion of the country for 
several years. Shortly after his father 
took him out of school he secured a 
private tutor for him, so that, although 
his heart was really in all kinds of 
sport, he received a liberal mental 
training. 


Ho first became prominent in tbe ath- 


letic world in 1883, when he won tbe 
running broad jump ("21 feet T>/^ inches) 
nnd the running liigb jump (o feet S'/j 
inches) at the national championships 
and the running high jump at the Ca- 
nadian san.ss. It was after be had dis- 
tinguished himself in these two nation- 
al Fportmg events that he bad a vio- 
lent quarrel, which resulted in his es 
trangement from the family. 


In 3884 he won the American broad 


jump aud thr one hundred yard dash. 
In tlint year he competed for tbe indi- 
vidual all tirouud championship of 
America, but was defeated by W. R. 
Thompson of Montreal. In 1SS5 be won 
the same events and tbe two hundred 
and twenty yards dash in the United 
States and tbe two hundred and twen- 
ty yards and the quarter mile iu tbe 
Canadian games. In that year he again 
competed for the individual all round 
championship -and won it from A. luj: 
of New York by a wide margin. In that 
year also be defeated the English ath- 
lete. John Pure-ell, for tbe all round in- 
ternational championship. Iu 1880 be 
again won the all round championship 
of America, scoring foity-five points 
out of a possible fifty; the American 
one hundred and two hundred and 
twenty yards races and broad jump. 
Hie Canadian one hundred and two 
hundred and twenty yards races and 
tiio running high and broad jumps. 


In 1SS7 bo was Starred from competi- 


tion, but in 18SS and ISSU he again 
captured the American all round cham- 
pionship and tbe running broad jump 
of the United States and Canada. In 
both those years be defeated A. A. 
Jordan of New York city by a narrow 
margin. He was again suspended from 
HIP competition in 1S90 for alleged pro- 
fessionalism, but the charges were not 
proved, and the Amateur Athletic union 
reinstated him In March, 1891. 


When he again returned to tbe ath- 


letic arena, he was invited by the Man- 
hattan Athletic club to join its Euro- 
pean team, which left on a tonr abroad 
on June 0. IS01. He accepted the invi- 
tation 
and 
distinguished 
himself 


abroad. After this trip Malcolm Ford 
received many tempting offers to be- 
come n profcss.onal athlete, but he re- 
fused them all.
